LOCKED UP IN H IS OWN HOME 


Although Queer’ he Was Student of 


Classics and Possessed One 


of Best Libraries in State. 


William Henry Helm, age seventy- 
eight 
years, 
wealthy 
batchelor 
known all over Rush county for his 
eccentricities, was found 
dead 
in 
his home at the northeast corner of 
Third and Harrison 
streets 
this 
morning at seven-thirty o’clock. He 
had been dead probably twelve hours 
or more when found. 


Mr. Helm has lived alone at the 
Helm homestead in which he was 
found dead for forty years. 
He was 
given to keeping counsel with him­ 
self. 
He did not seek friends, but 
preferred rather to live in obscurity. 
Those who knew him, however, knew 
him well and prized his friendship. 


Those who were 
not 
acquainted 
with Mr, Helm well always felt that 
he had a secret which he wished to 
keep from everyone. 
One of 
his 
most intimate friends stated today 
that lie had been disappointed in a 
love affair while a young man as a 
student in Miami college at Oxford, 
O., and that this 
had 
contributed 
more than anything else to make his 
life one of solitude. 


Few persons, except Mr. Helm's 
intimate friends and relatives, were 
aware of the fact that he possessed 
on of the rarest and best classical 
libraries in 
Indiana. 
He 
devoted 
much of his time of late years to 
reading the 
classics. 
His 
library 
was open to all of his close friends 
who often took advantage of the 
opportunity to use it. 
The library 
was the means of making between 
Mr. Helm and Prof. Kinger, head of 
the latin department in W abash col­ 
lege, a! Presbyterian 
institution 
at 
O aw fordsville, 
Ind., an 
acquain­ 
tanceship which grew 
to 
a 
fast 
friendship. 


The last seen of Mr. Helm was 
yesterdayf noon when he ate dinner, 
lie boarded with Mr. and Mrs. M ar­ 
shall Buell at 322 North Harrison 
street, who lived in the house just 
back of the Helm homestead. 
Mr. 
Helm ate a hearty meal Sunday noon 
In reply to a 
question during the 
meal, from the youngest daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Buell, who w as here 
from Indianapolis to spend Sunday, 
he said that 
he was in excellent 
health and had not felt better for 
some time. 


Mr. 
Helm suffered a stroke of 
paralysis eight or ten years ago. 
It 
is the presumption th at it was p a ra ­ 
lysis which took him away so sud­ 
denly. 
Intimate friends of Mr. Helm have 
often told him th at he 
would 
be 
found dead in his home alone some 
day, and he always replied that he 
knew it. 
They frequently asked him 
if he always locked the door up se ­ 
curely and he always answered that 
he did. 
Only recently a friend of 
his inquired what could be done in 
case he did die alone in his room 
with the house locked. 


“I suppose they can break 
the 
door down,” replied Mr. Helm. 


Mr. Helm died just as it has been 
predicted by his friends. 
But he 
seemed to have no fear of such a 
death. 
He apparently wanted to be 
alone during his last hour on earth. 
Mrs. J. A. Arnold, a distant rela­ 
tive of Mr. Helm’s who lived three 
doors east of his house in 
Third

At the Greely M cCarty store, in 
West Third street, a glass was re­ 
moved from the rear door and laid, 
carefully to one side.

Last night at the St. Paul’s Meth­ 
odist church the subject of the ser­ 
mon was “Conscience and Charac­ 
ter.’’ The text was First Peter 3:21,] 
“The interrogation of a good con- 
seience toward God.” 
The follow­ 
ing is a synopsis of Mr. Batchelor s 
sermon: 
The conscience cleansed through 
Christ is given a new motive— a mo­ 
tive of'inquiry. 
It begins to search 
out the deep things of the spirit and 
to square the life with the newly 
discovered facts. 
The 
Scriptures 
uniformly exhort the reader to a 
spirit of interrogation. 
The closed 
conviction shuts the windows of the 
soul against the light of God. 
In the 
“Confessions of an Inquiring Spirit” 
Coleridge tells us how he was unable 
to close his convictions to divine 
truth which he found contrary to the 
conventional 
religious 
opinions of, 
his day. 
Through his honest in­ 
terrogation God led him to the place 
which is now occupied by every pro­ 
gressive scholar. 
The interrogation of a good con­ 
science finds its motive in a puri­ 
fied life. 
Christ has corrected our 
past. 
lie canceled our debts, cover­ 
ed all our sin. 
“There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them that 
are in Christ Jesus.” When the con­ 
science interrogates the state of the 
soul which Christ lias cleansed, it 
discovers that the burden has been 
lifted, and that the soul 
is 
free. 
Christ’s correction has given 
us ’a 
spirit of correction. 
The conscience 
interrogates God that it may correct 
the life. 
There is nothing to con­ 
ceal, no fear of disclosing condem­ 
nation, for Christ has cleared the 
record. 
How different with the evil 
conscience! 
The 
sinner 
hardly 
dares question his conscience. 
lie 
knows that it would witness for his 
condemnation. 
Macbeth said: 
“ I am afraid to think what I have 
done: 


L o o k on it again I dare not.*’

But 
the majority of those who took any 
interest in the Hermod were eager 
to know what kind of stuff a boat 
from Iceland would bring and nearly

in seeing a real live Icelander off his 
heath, 019 rather, his native ice-floe. 
Olaful Johnson and Kwein Bjorns- 
son 
were 
the 
representatives 
from the northehrn island who ap­ 
peared 01^ Broadway 
to 
give 
the 
skeptical Gothamites 
a lesson 
in 
ethmology. 
Visions of two fur-clat 
men dressed in polar-skin bear skin 
with their faces freely anointed in 
whale-oil, 
were 
rudely 
dispellec 
when the two Icelanders have into 
view. 
Two gentlemen attired in correct 
dress for the afternoon promenade 
with 
frock 
coats, 
immaculately 
creased gray trousers, patent leath­ 
er shoes and spotless top hats there 
revealed to the astonished gaze of 
lower Broadway. 
It was a sad blow 
to the curiosity seekers. 
Further 
investigation 
showed 
that the two visitors 
spoke 
very 
well, indeed^ and 
that 
they 
were 
good business men. 
They were as 
polite as two Parisian boulevardies 
and were only too glad
